from reciprocity' to free trade. All these 
have been dropped in favor of protec- 
tion. Since the time when protection 
was firmly established, I he country has 
seen more prosperity than ever before. 
(The speaker pointed out that today the 
policy of Canada is to allow to come in 
free all the necessities of life, but to 
maintain nnd protect its own industries 
against the world. ^ 

"I come here to tell you," continued 
Dr. Montague, "that no government 
could exist in Canada that does not 
| maintain the system of protection of 
Canada's industry." 

Dr. Montague then took up the sub- 
ject of reciprocity between Canada and 
'the United States, the matter upon 
which tiiose present were chiefly inter- 
ested to hoar his views. 

Dr. .Montague said: "We have tried 
at various times to secure a reciprocity 
treaty and these attempts failed. Now 
the conditions have changed. The Unit- 
ed States is developing the great fields 
of the west and you have a large ship- 
ment to the agricultural world. Conn- 
da is making manufactured products for 
her own people and is trying also for a 
general market outside.

Patron Saint. 

interesting Speeches by Lead- 
ing Members Interspersed 
With Music. 



Wednesday night's gathering of the 
fccots of the city and their friends round 
the festive board, was one of the bap- 
- piest functions of the kind ever enjoyed 
in this city. Dr. Milne, president of the 
new St. Andrew's Society, filled the 
chair, and, in a most felicitous manner 
presided over the proceedings. At Iris 
right and left were many distinguished 
citizens, representing many departments 
of public life. Those guests included 
the veteran consul of the United States, 
Hon. Abraham E. Smith. 

After full justice had been done to 
a most toothsome repast, which Includ- 
ed many dainties peculiar to north of 
the Tweed, the toast list was entered 
upon. The president and secretary be- 
tween them read a number of the cus- 
tomary congratulatory telegrams from 
sister societies far and near, and let- 
ters of regret for absence from the 
Lieut. -Governor, premier and other 
prominent men. After the toast of "The 
King," Mr. Taylor set all present in 
.a jolly mood by singing in splendid 
style "The Konuebs of Bonnie Dundee." 
As an encore he gave the exquisite "My 
Love is Like a lied, Ited Hose," sung 
beautifully. 

In reply to the toast of "The Presi- 
dent of the United States," Consul Smith 
made a ringing speech, full of patriotism 
and fraternal feeling for the British 
people. No president, he said, ever re- 
presented the American people so well 
as Theodore Roosevelt. The British peo- 
ple admired this great man for his hon- 
est, manly ways, his fearless devotion 
to duty, and the British people had con- 
fidence in a people thai could endorse 
such as man as Mr. Roosevelt. Air. 
Smith evoked cheers when bo said that 
he hoped to see the consummation of 
a treaty of arbitration between Great 
Britain and the United States. Those 
two nations, united, could practically 
dictate the peace of the world. 

'Mr. J, G. Brown then sang in his 
own style, which in Scots' songs is un- 
approachable hereabouts, "The Hielund- 
man's Toast," and ns an encore "The 
attld pair o' tawse." Air. Campbell 
next proposed the toast of "The Gover- 
nor-General and Lieutenant-Governor," 
which was duly honored. Master Thom- 
son's dancing of the sword dance was 
very much enjoyed. The young dancer 
did the classic sleps exceedingly well. 

Principal Paul, of Victoria College, 
then proposed the land we left and the 
land wo live in, his remarks being list- 
ened to with deepest attention. Mr. 
Paul touched gracefully on the vulgar 
superstition regarding the supposed 
poverty of Scotland, and showed that 
while this might have been the ease 150 
or 200 years ago, it was ludicrously 
inapplicable today. At the same time 
the narrow means at home had done 
for the :Scots what the same straiten- 
ed circumstances had done for the 
noblest nations of all time; it bad pro- 
duced a race hardy, brave, self-reliant, 
full of ideas, enterprising, with wits 
sharpened to a degree that made the 
subsequent conquest of the world by the 
Scots comparatively easy. The Scot was 
to be found in every department of life, 
and generally somewhere near the top. 
if another Scot happened to bo actually 
at the top. Ho mentioned the opulence 
of the splendid cities of present-day 
Scotland, cities whose mercantile navies 
are on every sea. and whose ledgers 
show the names of customers in every 
land. Turning then to ihe land we live 
ill, Mi-. Paul paid a grand tribute to 
Canada, the new lupine of the Scots. 
He spoke of its fertile plains, ils monn- 



•ible style "A Man's a Man for a' That," 
following the success with "Scots Wha 
Hue," to the great delight of the gath- 
ering. 

The Rev. Mr. Bwing gave "The Day 
and all who honor it," asking all pres-

COMPULSORY AR 1 ! I TRAT1 ON IN 
( DAJJOR .STRIKES. 

There lias been much discussion over 
the efficacy of the Compulsory Concilia- 
tion and Arbitration Act in New Zea- 
land in preventing or settling strikes. 
Frequent doubts have been expressed 
on that score. 

It would seem, says Engineering, that 
the New Zealand Department of Labor 
has come to the same opinion, if the 
report of its secretary is to be trusted. 
It is said that the act has been ren- 
dered nugatory, in so far as workers and 
consumers are concerned, by ••combines" 
and "rings." It is said to be a two-edged 
sword, which has been productive of 
trouble, instead of preventing it, as w.is 
expected. In snore measured terms, 
Mr. Tregear, tho secretary alluded to, 
thus speaks: "The Arbitration Act is not 
working under fair and impartial condi- 
tions, nor is its beneficent power avail- 
able to the full in the cause of public 
■utility. The work of the court is being 
neutralized Iby malignant collateral ac- 
tion. It is like an edifice, the founda- 
tions of which are being destroyed by 
cunning miners^ working from every 
side. The benefits to the employer of 
stability of business, and to the worker 
of higher wages and shorter hours, are 
rapidly becoming neutralized: and soon 
only the empty shell of an apparent pros- 
perity will be left, if the unbridled co- 
vetousness of a few be not regulated and 
checked. Tho rise in tho prices of the 
necessaries of life has been out Of all 
proper: inn to the rise in wages. Some 
say that the increased cost of necessaries 
is due to the rise in wages, but 1 think it 
is the increased cost of necessaries that 
has caused tho concession of higher 
wages." He adds: "It is beyond doubt 
that the advantages bestowed by pro- 
gressive legislation are gradually being 
nullified, and will eventually be de- 
stroyed by certain adverse influences." 

Our contemporary thinks a more 
.sweeping condemnation could not be 
made, and thinks the failure of the act 
Is not surprising. "The reasons," it 
says, "are obvious. Labor contracts are 
quite different from general commercial 
co' tracts. The latter have to do with 
definite issues, for the most part of 
matters completed, or to be completed 
within a specified time. Labor contracts, 
on the contrary, have nothing whatever 
to do with the past; they are all of tho 
future. English methods may be crude; 
but, after all, it is better for rhe parties 
concerned to consider and negotiate as 
questions arise, because all the new 
conditions are part and parcel of the ne- 
gotiations, all of which are known to 
both parties. Wo see," adds Engineer- 
ing, "the English principle of concilia- 
tion at work at its best in tho iron and 
steel trades, where the conditions vary 
from month to month, and so the limit 
Jixed is two months."

San Francisco Chronicle's Re- 
presentative With Noqi's Be- 
seiging Army. 



describes Incidents of the Fight- 
ing Since the Great August 
Assault. 



Yesterday afternoon the Nippon Xuacn 
Kaislia steamer lyo Mam arrived at the 
enter wharf from Yokohama, with pas- 
sengers and cargo, mostly destined for 
1'uget Sound. The most Important mat- 
ter lit connection with the arrival of the 
lyo Maru was the coming or Mr. Richard 
Harry, the celebrated war correspondent of 
the San Francisco Chronicle, bound home 
to write up his notes and deliver Ills pho- 
tographs, a splendid collection of -which 
be bears with him from the camp of Gen- 
eral Nogl, the gallant besieger of Port 
Arthur. 

Mr. Barry is a typical Western Ameri- 
can. Short, dark, full of nervous energy, 
/Juent of speech, able to compress much 
.description into a few well selected sen- 
tences, manly in Lis estimates of the for- 
eign troops ho has seen lighting, and pos- 
. sesslng a rare grasp of the situation 
around Port Arthur. Mr. Barry bears a 
striking resemblance to Mr. W, "\Y. B. Mc- 
lunes, M. 1'. P.J a little slighter, perhaps, 
bat with the same quick and witty way of 
hitting oil' a position. 

.Mr. Barry joined General Nogl's army 
last August, and has seen every assault 
. on tlte fortresses since the grand assault 
. of the 10th of August, when the Japanese 
were first made to realize the difficulty 
-of capturing the place. Ho left I'ort Ar- 
thur on November 8, bound for San Fran- 
cisco ami in three months lie will return 
to ids place in the Japanese lines. War 
correspondents with the l'ort Arthur army 
are allowed that length of furlough. 

Mr. Harry speaks in the warmest terms 
. .,' the treatment accorded to him by the 
Japanese. They are perfect gentlemen, 
both officers and private soldiers, and al- 
ways showed a disposition to help the cor- 
respondents. Everything that could be 
done for the comfort and convenience of 
the correspondents was thoughtfully at- 
tended to, and all Information that could 
reasonably be given out was afforded them. 
Mr. Harry says he cannot too highly praise 
the conduct of General Nogl, bis stall' and 
tils men for the way in which they treat- 
ed their guests, for that Is really tlte 
status of tin. war correspondent. 

Mr. Bnrry was room mate with Mr. 
Frederick Vllllers, the famous war artist 
and correspondent of the London Illus- 
trated News, and Mr. Harry's estimate of 
that ■■•lenilld man is tpitte in accord with 
the general opinion of him. Mr. Vllllers 
i., the prince of good fellows in any and 
a!! een. lit ions, but never do the sterling 
qualities of men shine so clearly us under 
lire, and that is where Frederick Vllllers 
.-.vi be seen at his best. Mr. Barry consld- 
, red it a great privilege to be comrades 
Willi the veteran of a hundred . wars, for 
he Is full of strange tales ami all kinds of 
experiences, and be is one of the most 
/helpful men Imaginable. Together they 
wore dally under tire, ami witnessed all 
(lie thrilling attempts of tile gallant Jap- 
anese troops to seize positions. 

I'.esides this they were witnesses of the 
■i|iiiet heroism and stoicism of the .bipun- 
vse, their marvelous engineering feats, 
their fatalistic contempt for death in the 
most horrid guises, and their astonishing 
endurance. -Mr. Harry tells of two regi- 
ments of Japanese who were Isolated mid 
were left without food or water in the 
broiling sun for nlncty-slx hours. Thcy 
appeared none the worse for their fast, 
probab'- because fasting Is a sort of nation- 
al mistime witli the Japanese people, whole 
families sometimes going without food for 
days together, as a matter of bygleae. 
Then the uncomplaining heroism of tin- Ut- 
ile men when up under the muzzles of the 
Russian batteries, where they had dug 
hides In the ground for shelter una r. - 
innlnod hour after hour, sometimes day 
after day. Willi the national passion for 
(neatness and cleanliness, each little hole 
In the ground with its Japanese soldier, 
was kept like a bedroom In a well ordered 
house. Those holes are dug either with 
the soldiers' own hands or with a little 



spade supplied with the kit. In assaults 
where the men expect to stay under the 
para pel all night, the Japanese go Into 
net Ion with their full kit slung on their 
barks. If attempting only a dash, they 
leave the bit behind. 

At Tort Arthur there Is a spot in the 
defences called the Bloody Angle, a sort 
of wedge driven by the Japanese far Into 
the Busslan lines. The hostile trenches 
are only forty metres apart, and the name 
of the place can easily be understood when 
it Is explained that lighting goes on al- 
most without cessation. It is in" the Bloody 
Angle that most of the slaughtering has 
taken plaeo. The very fact of the Japan- 
ese having driven this wedge into de- 
fences so strong and so ably defended says 
more for their wonderful courage and de- 
termination than volumes could tell. 

The forty-two forts with which I'ort 
Arthur is surrounded are so placed! that no 
fort Is out of reach of another, and In 
some cases the forts are commanded by 

! two or throe other forts. The Japanese, 
arc now employing high angle lire mor- 
tars, which nre doing terrific execution. 
Mr. Barry saw a shell from one of those 
huge .-.i-diies of destruction alight square- 
ly and fairly on the fore decks of the 
Russian battleship ltctvlzan as she lay at 
her moorings In I'ort Arthur harbor. The 
explosion was appalling. Everything ex- 
cept the solid witlls of the turrets and the 
ponderous stanchions on and around that 
portion of the deck was blown to frag- 
ments. The sea was churned up with the 
fall of those masses of wreckage from 
the battleship, and the whole vessel could j 
he seen to tremble with the fearful eon- 

| mission. 

I Now the vessels of the Port Arthur fleet 
are moved from this mooring up to a spot 
near the shelter of Golden Hill, the only 
place free from the high angle tire shells; 
lot there they are exposed again to the 
raking lire of the guns of Admiral Togo's 
fleet. The twelve and tblrtcen-inch guns 
of Togo's fleet can reach the Busslan VPS- 
eels nicely from the roads, and thny seem 
to do considerable havoc. ,\U the guns, 
nnimunitlon and stores have been remov- 
ed from the Russian ships, and the crews 
have been drafted into the lighting line at 
the parapets. Mr, Harry does not think 
that starvation wdll play any important 
part in the reduction of I'ort Arthur, be- 
cause the provisioning of the fortress was 
very thorough, and ample supplies for a 
much larger garrison than has been In 
Port Arthur since the commencement of 
the bombardment were stored. 

In many eases, Mr. Larry said, Japanese 
si Idlers who bad gained positions exposed 
to tin- full sweep of rifle and shell, tire, 
had actually perished of hunger and 
ttlrst, because they could not be succored. 
Their decaying remains could be found, on 
many of the ridges arter the Japanese had 
taken them. The corpses lay In the little 
caves scooped out with linger nails, bay- 
onets or spades, and la all postures, in 
the baudito-hand encounters in the trench- 
er the superiority of the Japanese soldier 
as a fighter could he seen. It was one of 
the awful sights of the siege to see large 
bodies of hale, strong men burling them- 
selves into trenches already full of armed 
foes and battling wttli the ferocity of 
tigers, thrusting madly with bayonets, 
smashing skulls ami faces In with rifle 
buns, stabbing, slashing, and hacking 
wherever human bodies could be found on 
which to land a blow. The spectacle pre- 
sented by tin- trenches after one of those 
hand-to-hand fights was always enough to 
sicken u butcher or an army surgeon, but 
the Japanese surgeons went coolly mid 
methodically about their work as if the 
mangled remains were those, of sawdust- 
Blufred dolls. 

Speaking of the cheerful Chefoo liars. 
Mr. Harry said they certainly did deserve 
credit for some of tin- most brilliant pieces 
of lying the world had ever known. The 
number or Japanese killed by those estim- 
able gentlemen in their despatches amount- 
ed, if counted, to more than the entire 
male population of Japan,, which would 
be somewhat embarrassing for the Mikado. 

He related an amusing Incident of one 
notorious correspondent, who. driven des- 
perate by the failure of the Royal Oriental 
.lank Line, plying clandestinely between 
t'hefoo und l'ort Arthur, carrying passen- 
gers, malls, und provisions (weather and 
Togo's sea scouts permitting), had failed 
111 111 with any good stories for upwards of 
ten hours, tool; n steam launch and went 
for a cruise, on the sen between the two 
ports. Suddenly lie saw a cloud of black 
smoke on the horizon. He Immediately put 
back |.i Chefoo under lull steam, rushed 
lo the telegraph office and sent, off a des- 
INltch to the effect that l'ort Arthur was 
In flames, there had been a massacre of 
the garrison, the Russian war vessels had 
been blown up, and General Ueltnpny had 
charge of the Japanese forces. This is one 
id' the despatches from the Chefoo lib 
foundries that set the world talking, and 
that was all that it had for foundation - 



just a cloud ofl black smoke on the horizon 
of the Yellow Sea. 

Amongst the extraordinary and. unpre- 
cedented feats of war performed h.v the 
Japanese none have exceeded the dragging 
up steep mountains of the four-ton 
■guns. Those steel monsters liuve been 
handled with block und tackle by com- 
panies of Japanese solillerB, in some cases 
as many as eight hundred strong men be- 
ing at the hauling ropes.. When thoy had 
got the guns to the summits desired, con- 
crete foundations eight feet deep wore 
built for the gun emplacements) and they 
were then mounted exactly as If they were 
being put Into plane la peace .time and In 
friendly territory. Instead of under lire in 
territory the most hostile Imaginable. 

The Indifference of the Japanese to rifle 
and shell lire Is amazing to Europeans. The 
Japanese do not seem to mind the ping 
of the rifle balls or the vicious thrum of 
the machine gun projectiles, or the hoarse 
scream of the shell, any more than the 
average workaday Anglo-Saxon minds the 
buzzing of Hies. 

There la a lilt of road leading into Tort 
Arthur upon which two thousand shells 
have fallen with In two months. So dan- 
gerous Is .this zone that the Japanese 
troops are never allowed to go over It ex- 
cept singly, each man and tils loaded horse 
being four hundred yards from the next 
man nnd horse. The explanation Is that 
as the road is out of reach of rifle lire, 
and as it would be too expensive to prac- 
tice shell lire, at fifteen dollars a shot, on 
Individuals, no uuitter how lucky the shots 
might, be, there is something like Im- 
munity from barm when the passage is 
made according to the arrangement out- 
lined. Several times In .the earlier stages 
of the siege bodies of troops were caught 
by the Russian batteries crossing this lilt 
of road, and the consequences were so dis- 
astrous that strict orders were Issued liy 
General Nogl prohibiting any grouping of 
the anon at that point. 

The marksmanship of the Japanese ar- 
tillery Is simply marvelous. All alone tho 
crests of the hills around Port Arthur 
wherever there are any fortifications or 
works of any kind, one 'may see lines and 
rows of bursting shells all day long. The 
nlr all around those places must be kept 
literally alive with Hying shell fragments. 
Whenever an assault Is to be made on a 
given point, the Japanese shell vigorously 
a perfect rain of shells upon the chosen 
spot, then the infantry are launched. It is 
seldom that those attempts to carry works 
fail to end In bloody bayonet combats. In 
which the Japanese are almost Invariably 
successful, as the Busslan seems to hnvo 
a delicate digestion for steel. 

The order, regularity and neatness, not 
to spcuk of the cleanliness, which Is just 
another name for Japanese, in General 
Nogl's ennip -greatly Impressed Mr. Harry. 
Everything Is done like clockwork; In that 
hive 'there seem to be no drones. II Is one 
of the finest fighting forces ever gathered 
under any commander hi the world's tats- 
tory. Mr. Barry has no doubi that l'ort 
Arthur will lie taken, but It will be by 
exactly the same process that has been go- 
ing on for so many months back, and never 
by a sudden rush. It is n place that can- 
not be "rushed," because of the nature of 
the ground, anil the defences, which are 
magnificently planned. 

Mr. Harry left Inst evening for Sentt'O 
en route for San Francisco.

his health, lie settled in Ohio, where he 
occupied the position of Latin professor 
■in the Wilberforce University. Still in 
the pursuit of licnllli and strength, but 
never content to rest and do nothing, 
lie moved to Athens, Tennessee, where 
big second daughter died at tho age of 
ten years. There tlio deceased gentle- 
man built and conducted a large pri- 
vate hospital from 18(17 to 1873. lie 
was nn ardent advocate of emancipa- 
tion of slaves, and in spite of his resi- 
dence in the south lie actively olinmpion- 
! Cd tlio cause of iiie black race. 

About tlte year 1874 lie came to Brit- 
, isli Columbia and took up land at Lad- 
'iier, where lie fanned till his son died 
| from the effects of a severe wetting. He 
i then came to New Westminster, and 
here lie has lived ever since, engaged in 
j any work that met his hand for tho 
Master whom lie loved ami served. 

In JS07 tho doctor completed his Ia- 
Ihors on his "Christian Philosophy," a 
ibook that has won him world-wide fnme, 
.and for which he received the London 
I Society of Science geld medal.
